French Front, Dec. 21!.—Trench war- 
fare baa not diminished the German 
cavalry forces, as had'been generally 
supposed, for information 
which has 
just reached the correspondent of the 
Associated Press shows the total of 
squadrons in the service to be even 
higher than it was at the mobilization 
in 1914. Changes, however, have been 
introduced in the mounted arm of the 
service by which some of the squad- 
rons temporarily have been dismounted 
and utilized as Infantry, while 
the 
formations have undergone consider- 
able variation. 
At present the German arms' has at 
its disposal no fewer than 649- squad- 
rons of cavalry, comprising active, re- 
serve, mobile ersatz, landwher 'and 
landsturm units; but of these 144"have 
been separated from their horses and 
used aa infantry. 
This figure, com- 
pares, with 440 squadrons on a peace 
footing.

Not Conquest. 
Count Czernin declared the Central

not be solved 
internationally 
and 
must be met by each government and 
its people In the manner established 
by the constitution of that govern- 
ment for the protection of the rights 
of minority as an essential part of the 
right of people to self definition.

"(Clause 6.) Of the four allied pow- 
ers Germany alone possesses colonies.

"The return of colonial territories 
forcibly seized during the war consti- 
tute an essential part of Germany's 
demand, which Germany cannot re-

of Germany, the realization

For months prices have been falling 
and many railroad Issues 
have re- 
duced to the lowest level Iq their his- 
tory The news that earnings were to 
be guaranteed and the uncertainty of 
the future of the railroads were at 
an end,! acted like «. sharp spur to 
Jaded horse. 
Tho market leaped forward at the 
outset, prices Juumped E to 18 points 
above yesterday's close, and although 
there were recessions later, the buy- 
ing continued strong and vigorous. 
The advances were most pronounced 
in shares which recently 
registered 


the lowest record. Standard rails In- 
cluding trans-continental and coalers, 
made more moderate gains, but in 
every quarter of the list Improvement 
extended from 3 to 5 points. 
Much of the early advance was ef- 
fected at the expense of a formidable 
short interest. This faction rushed to 
cover at the opening and was kept 
busy throughout the active first hour.

points in one instance succeeded the 
first feverish outputs of enthusiasm.

The president's move, although fore- 
cast for weeks, came at this time as 
a great isurprise to nearly everybody 
in Washington, including railroad offi- 
cials. It has been generally believed 
he would await the reassembling of 
congress before taking any step. He 
acted through Secretary of War Baker, 
under authority conferred in the army 
appropriation act. 
Dh-eet management of the roads will 
j-emain in the heads of Tailroad officials 
and the rallroad'e war board, com- 
prised of five railroad heads, will con- 
tinue -to direct actual operation under 
Secretary McAdoo's general supervi- 
sion. 
The chief practical effect of govern- 
ment operation 
will be to permit a 
complete unication of all rail systems, 
impossible under private operation by 
reason of statues prohibitin-r pooling 
of rail traffic and earnings. The roads 
themselves bad gone as far as they 
dared in this direction, and it became 
known only on Wednesday that they 
had been warned by Attorney General 
.Gregory that a violation of anti-pooling 
laws could not be permitted. 
This situation was fully realised by 
President Wilson, who in his statement 
declared the roads had gone as far aa 
they could and that already some syn- 
tems were endangering their earnings 
in attempting unification. 
Although the proclamation applies to 
all electric lines engaged in general 
transportation, local interurban sys- 
tems are specifically exempted. 
Congress will be asked to guarantee 
earnings equivalent to the average net 
operating income of each railroad in 
tire three year period ending June 30, 
1917 
Railroad experts estimate that 
this 
will cost the 
government next 
year in the neighborhood of $100,000,- 
000 which can be .raised In large part 
by Increased frieght rates, if the Inter- 
sta'te commerce commission grants the 
roads' application for the lo per cent 
rate increase now pending. Otherwise 
It will be paid largely out of the gen- 
eral government funds. 
The Interstate commerce commission 
and olber government agencies which 
have to do with the railroads will con- 
tinue to perform their functions 
as 
heretofore,

that point. All water, suppplies, ice

There was 
no local health code; the milk supply 
was uncontrolled and the scavenging 
system extremely bad.

of the cases of typhoid fever; over 
4 000 people were vaccinated against

Report of Farm Labor Market Show* 


That Supply of Help li Greatly 


in Exceu of Demand. 


Tht agricultural conditions may not 
he seriously impaired by taking Rock 
county farmer registrants in the next 
•draft, is made evident in a report of 
farm labor conditions just received by 
County Aeent L. A. Markbatn. 
For 
the first time since the first of May 
there is an excessive supply of farm 
help in the state, which is steadily in- 
creasing. The report shows that there 
are many experienced men who will 
work for from $10 to i$45 per month. 
The letter was sent by Joseph 
A. 
Baker, a farm help specialist, in co- 
operation with the state council of de 
feme. 
The excess is divided into the three 


following groups: 
(1) Experienced 
farm hands, who have completed their 
seasons' work on the farms where they 
have been employed. 
Men in this 
group ask $30 to $35 per month and 
board. 
f2) Married men with considerable ex- 
perience in the past who wish to return 
to farms. 
The present conditions of 


living and the shortage of fuel are im- 
pelling many of these to contemp.'-ate 
a return to farming. 
Men in this 
group asked $45 to $45 per month with 
house, fuel and other extras. 


(3) Boys of 15 to 20 years of age, 
some experienced and some inexperi- 
enced. Boys in this group can be se- 
cured at very reasonable wages, from 
$10 ^o $25 per month. They consti- 
ute the largest single group available 
Tor training against next' year's cer- 
tain shartage.
